He  had  the  honor  of  being  the  second  high  school  princi¬ 
pal  to  be  the  president  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Merit  Board  and  has  been  recognized  as  an  out¬ 
standing  alumnus  of  the  University  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  Hawkins’  quiet  manner  of  authority  and  sense  of 
fair  play  have  earned  for  him  both  the  respect  of  students 
and  the  loyalty  of  his  faculty.  Having  the  courage  of  his 
convictions  and  a  high  moral  character,  he  is  a  truly 
professional  educator.  Mr.  Hawkins  is  a  serious-minded 
but  witty  person  who  is  known  for  his  jokes  and  stories.

Our  next  two  games  were  disastrous  for  the  Rams.  Gas¬ 
tonia  Ashley  romped  over  Harding  by  the  score  of  51-14. 
A  strong  second  half  was  not  enough  to  overcome  a  42 
point  half-time  deficit  and  the  Rams  fell  to  North  Mecklen¬ 
burg  42- 1 4. 

Trying  hard  to  come  back  after  three  straight  defeats. 
Harding  scored  20  points  in  the  first  half  against  South 
Mecklenburg.  Two  of  Harding’s  t.d.’s  came  on  passes  by 
Jackie  Green,  one  to  halfback  Jerry  Jackson  and  the  other 
to  split-end  Kenneth  Reid.  The  third  was  added  when  de¬ 
fensive  end  Doug  McGee  pounced  on  a  fumble  in  the 
South  end  zone.  Johnny  Ferguson  added  two  extra  points 
but  the  defense  couldn’t  hold.  The  Sabres  scored  2 1 
points  to  beat  the  dejected  Rams,  21-20. 

In  a  close,  exciting  game  at  Memorial  Stadium,  Harding 
battled  to  a  14-13  win  over  West  Charlotte.  Emanuel 
Ross  scored  first  for  the  Rams,  and  Doug  DeShields  put 
the  second  six-pointer  on  the  score  board  with  an  elec¬ 
trifying  70-plus  yard  punt  return.  West  Charlotte  scored 
twice  in  the  second  half,  but  tackle  Frank  Thornhill  saved 
the  game  by  blocking  the  second  extra  point  attempt.  He 
paid  dearly  for  his  heroics.  He  broke  his  arm  and  missed 
the  remainder  of  the  season.

Hard¬ 
ing  started  off  well  with  two  quick  scores  by  Cole  and 
Greene.  One  of  DeBerry’s  extra  point  attempts  was 
blocked.  The  final  score  was  26-13. 

A  fired  up  Ram  squad  took  the  field  against  the  Garin- 
ger  Wildcats,  who  were  undefeated  in  conference  play.  It 
was  a  defensive  game  all  the  way  and  the  teams  went  into 
the  second  half  tied  7-7.  The  Rams  stayed  in  the  battle 
for  2  I  minutes  of  the  second  half,  but  a  strong  Garinger 
line  opened  a  hole  at  the  Ram  3-yard  line  and  a  fleet  Gar¬ 
inger  back  found  the  end  zone.  Cole  scored  the  lone 
Harding  touchdown  and  Phil  DeBerry  kicked  the  extra 
point,  bringing  his  total  for  the  year  to  14  attempts  and 
13  points  after.
